Ciry Ornixaxce. Our city council has late- 
ly enacted, and the marshall, under the direc- 
tion of the mayor, has published and distribut- 
ed,an ordinance relating to ice and snow in 
the streets, which, to people of ordinary un- 
derstandings, does not appear to be very clear 
and explicit. The first section ordains, that 
every owner or occupant of any building or lot 
of land bordering on the street, where there is 
any footway or side-walk, sball in a certain 
spegified time after the fall of any snow, cause 
thé’same to be removed, and in default thereof, 
shall forfeit and pay a sam not less than one 
dollar ner more than four dollars, at the discre- 
tion of the court before whom the same shall 
be sued fur, &c. The fourth section ordains, 
that the penalties accruing under this ordinance, 
if not paid within 24 hours after demand made 
thereof by the city marshall, shall be recover- 
ed on complaint, or action of debt in the hame 
of the city, before any court, proper to try the 
tame, whose duty it shall be to prosecute. &c. 

The question is, What is the forfeiture which 
the city marshall is to demand? The forfeit- 
ure, for neglect, says the first section, is from 
one to four dollars, aT THE. DISCRETION OF THE 
count--not at the discretion of the marshal. 
But before the court can exercise its discretion, 
to say what the forfeiture shall be, the marshal 





But, again, what, 
is he to demand ? is, it left to his discretion to 
demand ene, two, three, or four dollars?

Icr Caves AT Tar SouRCE oF THE JumwNa. Capt. 
Hodgson, in the interesting account of his journey to 
the source ofthe Jumna, mentions a very remarkable 
fact ; the appearance of hot springs on the mountains 
of the Himalaya, constantly covered with snow. At 
Jumnotri, where tne Jumna originates, the snow which 
covers the stream is about sixty yards wide, and about 
forty feet thick. It is very solid, and hard frozen, but 
in various parts there are holes, occasioned by steam 
arising from hot springs situated at the border of the 
river. Capt. Hodgson descended to one of these, and 
was astonished to observe, by means of the glare of 
some white lights, a spacious excavation, resembling 
vaulted roofs of marble, occasioned by the steam from 
hot sprinzs melting the snow, which fell in showers 
like heavy rain to the stream, that seems to owe its ori- 
gin im a great measure to these supplies. The spring 
was so hot that the hand could not be held in it above 
two seconds, the water rising with great ebullition 
through crevices of granite rock, and depositing a fer- 
ruginous sediment. F 

lhe end of the dell where those spriags were observ- 
ed is closed by part of the base of the Jumnotri. The 
face of the mountain, which is visible to the height of 
about 4000 feet, is entirely cased in snow and ice. 
lhe foot of the base is distant about 500 yards from the 
hot springs ; and where the ascent becomes abrupt, 
there is a small rill occasioned bv the melting of the

They are cordially 
felt by the pecple of this union ; who, sympathising 
with the cause of freedom and independence, where - 
everits standard is unfurled, behold with peculiar in- 
terest the display of Grecian energy in defence of 
Grecian liberties, and the association of heroic exer- 
tions, at the present time, with the proudest glories of 
former ages, in the land of Epaminondas and of Phil- 
opeemon. 

But, while cheering with their best wishes the cause 
of the Greeks, the United States are forbidden. by the 
duties of their situation, from taking part in the war, 
to which their relation is that of neutrality. At peace 
themselves with ail the world, their established poli- 
cy, and the obligations of the laws of nations, preclude 
them from beconring voluntary auxiliaries to a cause 
which would involve them in war 

If, in the progress of events, the Greeks should be 
enabled to establish and organize themselves as an in- 
dependent nation, the United States will be among 
the tirst to welcome them, in that capacity, into the 
general family ; to establish diplomatic and commer- 
cial relations with them, suited to the mutual interests 
of the two countries, aud to recognize, with special
